t  7:22  a.m.  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  29, 1994,  the  long- 
awaited  and  highly  anticipated  day  was  officially

The  Knights'  volleyball 
team  had  its  ups  and  downs 
during  the  1994-95  season, 
ending  with  a  19-22  overall 
record  and  3-5  in  the  conference 
to  finish  seventh. 

The  team  started  the 
season  with  a  tough  schedule. 

"I  truly  believe  that  if  our 
schedule  had  been  different,  the 
outcome  of  the  season  would 
also  have  been  different,"  said 
Kenda  Quandt. 

"It  was  not  the  most 
successful  season,  but  we  did  a 
lot  of  things  better  than  we  did 
in  the  past,"  said  Coach  Robin 
Hoppenworth. 

Quandt  said  she  felt  the 
Knights'  work  ethic  was  a 
strength.  "We  never  gave  up. 
We  had  a  really  slow  start,  but 
we  never  seemed  to  quit,"  she 
said. 

Despite  the  slow  start,  the 
team  broke  many  records, 
including  four  individual  and 
five  team  marks. 

Gail  Shriner  smacked  993 
serves  with  only  two  misses. 

Quandt  attacked  the  ball 
784  times. 

Andrea  Wilt  broke  her 
previous  block  record  of  85  with 
94.  Tess  Gehrke  set  a  new  dig 
record  with  503. 

The  team  as  a  whole  set 
new  records  in  serves,  total 
attacks,  block  assists,  digs  and 
assists. 

Wilt  ended  her  volleyball 
career  being  named  to  the  All- 
Conference  first  team  for  the 
third  consecutive  year. 

Hoppenworth  described 
the  season's  missing  link  as 
"leadership,  and  not  being  able 
to  find  six  or  eight  players  that 
can  play  together." 

In  1995,  the  team  will 
return  four  seniors  and  seven 
letterwinners. 

Hoppenworth  said  she 
hopes  to  run  a  faster  offense 
next  season  so  the  Knights  will 
be  able  to  put  the  ball  away 
when  they  want. 
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^enior  running  back  Bobby  Beatty  cuts  around  the  end  after  the  handoff  from  quarterback  Mike  Elijah.  Beatty  became  Wartburg's  all- 
time  leading  rusher  early  in  the  season  and  scampered  for  more  than  4,500  yards  during  the  season,  eclipsing  the  old  record  by  more  than 
1,300  yards. 


The  sound  of  shattering  records 
echoed  throughout  the  season  for  the 
Knights'  football  team,  although  the 
team  lost  the  Iowa  Conference  title  to 
Central. 

"It  was  a  great  year  for  Wart- 
burg  football,"  said  Head  Coach  Bob 
Nielson.  "This  was  a  team  that 
demonstrated  its  character  by  not 
losing  focus  after  the  loss  to  Central, 
which  would  have  been  an  easy  thing 
to  do." 

The  gridders  won  more  games, 
(10)  than  any  other  Wartburg  football 
team  in  history  and  advanced  to  the 
quarter-finals  of  the  NCAA  Division 
III  play-offs  for  the  first  time  in  three 
tries. 

A  14-13  loss  to  Central  in  the 
third  game  of  the  season  cost  the 
Knights  a  second  consecutive  IIAC 
title  as  they  finished  7-1  in  the 
conference  and  9-1  overall. 

"All  season  long,  our  players 


were  able  to  look  adversity  in  the  eye 
and  make  the  plays  when  they  had  to," 
said  Nielson. 

However,  the  Knights  avenged 
their  single  loss,  defeating  Central  22- 
21  in  the  first  round  of  play-offs. 
Wartburg  was  bounced  from  the  play- 
offs with  a  42-14  loss  to  St.  John's 
University,  but  not  before  leading  the 
Johnnies  14-13  at  half-time. 

Tailback  Bobby  Beatty  becarne 
Wartburg's  all-time  leading  rusher, 
carrying  the  ball  670  times  for  4,661 
yards  and  36  touchdowns.  He  demol- 
ished the  previous  record  of  3,235 
yards  set  by  Gary  Nelson  from  1967-70. 
Nielson  said  Beatty  was  one  of  the 
better  blockers  in  the  league. 

Beatty  also  claimed  the  single 
season  record  for  most  yards  rushing. 

Quarterback  Mike  Elijah  threw 
18  touchdown  passes,  breaking  the 
1982  record  of  15.  Flanker  Don  Smith 


caught  12  touchdown  passes,  surpass- 
ing the  old  record  of  10. 

The  team  set  new  records  in  most 
wins,  most  points  in  a  season,  most 
touchdowns  in  a  season  and  total 
defense  for  a  season.  Beatty  led  the 
team  in  rushing  and  scoring. 

Elijah  claimed  the  top  position  in 
passing  and  punting.  Wide  receiver 
Bruce  Wall  topped  the  receiving 
statistics  and  free  safety  Chad  Klunder 
claimed  the  most  punt  returns  and 
kick-off  returns. 

Linebacker  Lance  Thompson  led 
the  Knights  with  81  tackles  and  Jason 
Nagel  snared  11  quarterback  sacks. 

The  Knights  produced  the  most 
successful  football  season  ever  by 
understanding  their  potential,  accord- 
ing to  Nielson. 

"They  believed  in  what  they 
thought  they  had  to  do,  and  they  did 
it,"  he  said.

The  women's  tennis  team  ended  their  season  with  a 
fifth-place  finish  at  the  IIAC  tournament. 

"There  were  a  lot  of  tough  teams  in  the  conference  this 
year  with  almost  full  returning  squads,"  Head  Coach  Cheryl 
Sharp  said.  "We  lost  three  of  our  starters  from  last  year,  and 
our  team  was  very  young." 

There  was  not  one  senior  on  the  roster.  Junior  team 
captain  Elise  Hardy  led  the  Knights.  She  finished  third  at  the 
conference  tournament  and  was  the  only  Wartburg  player  to 
receive  an  All-Conference  medal. 

The  team  was  expected  to  place  fifth,  although  a 
fourth-place  finish  was  not  inconceivable,  according  to 
Sharp. 

"There's  no  reason  we  should  have  placed  fifth  in  the 
tournament,"  said  Hardy. 

First-year  student  and  No.  5  seed  Kasey  O'Hara 
placed  fourth  in  singles.  She  said,  "Our  team  did  very  well 
considering  how  strong  other  teams  were." 

With  a  full  roster  returning  next  season,  the  Knights 
should  build  upon  the  experience  they  gained  in  the  1994-95 
season. 

"1  was  pleased  with  the  way  we  finished  the  season," 
Sharp  said. 
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Dramatic  improvement 
marked  this  year's  men's  tennis 
team  under  first-year  coach  Chuck 
Tragord. 

The  Knights  cUmbed  from 
fifth  to  third  in  the  Iowa  Conference 
and  with  a  couple  of  breaks  might 
have  been  second  behind  perennial 
champion  Luther. 

Wartburg  had  four  second- 
place  finishes,  two  in  singles  and 
two  in  doubles. 

Dan  Sanderman  finished  as 
runner-up  in  the  third  flight  siiigles, 
and  Raza  Akbar  took  second  in 
fifth-flight  singles. 

The  doubles  team  of 
Sanderman  and  Brian  Trow  placed 
second  in  the  second  bracket  while 
Akbar  and  Tim  Tjaden  teamed  to 
place  second  in  the  third  flight. 

The  Knights  finished  4-5  in 
dual  meets  and  second  in  the 
Greater  Dubuque  Invitational 
Tournament.

According  to  Coach  Steve

teams'  attitude  and  effort  throughout 
the  season. 

The  women  faced  serious  losses 
with  three  top  runners  graduating  the 
previous  year,  including  All-American 
Laura  Carton.  Yet,  they  won  the 
conference  title,  took  the  regional 
crown  and  strode  to  fifth  place  at  the 
NCAA  National  Championship  in 
Division  III. 

Team  co-captains  Robyn  Olson 
and  Beth  Hoist  sought  and  found  All- 
American  honors,  Olson  coming  in 
fourth  in  the  nation. 

The  men's  team  lost  three  of  its 
top  runners  to  illness  and  injury  only  to 
have  other  teammates  step  in  and 
capture  the  men's  conference  title. 

"Both  teams  did  much  better  than 
they  were,"  said  Johnson.  "This  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  seasons  that  1 
have  coached  anywhere." 

The  women  harriers  four-peated 
as  the  top  team  in  the  11  AC.  Over  the 
last  four  years,  they  have  produced  20 
All-Conference  performers. 

Again,  they  four-peated  as 
Central  Region  champions.  They  are 
the  only  Iowa  team  that  has  won  the 
26-team  region. 

Johnson  said  the  region  is  one  of

in  nationals,  they  overcame  several 
barriers  to  take  an  unexpected  first 
place  in  11  AC.  In  the  last  four  weeks  of 
the  season,  they  were  rated  nationally. 

"Our  conference  was  substan- 
tially stronger  this  year,"  Johnson 
concluded. 

Leading  runners  Pat  Hennes, 
Jason  MacTaggart  and  top  recruit  Clint 
Crawford  were  sidelined,  forcing  other 
squad  members  to  excel. 

"If  someone  had  told  me  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  that  we  would 
have  to  run  without  Pat,  Jason  and 
Clint,  1  never  thought  we  could  win 
conference,"  Johnson  said.  "It  was  an 
unbelievable  feat.  We  should've  been 
out  of  it." 

But  others  came  to  the  forefront. 

"Derek  Oden  has  been  one  of  our 
top  runners  for  forever,"  he  empha- 
sized. "Derek,  Justin  Smith  and  Bryan 
Friedman... The  senior  leaders'  commit- 
ment to  training  will  be  dearly 
missed." 

The  men  improved  their  regional 
standing  to  seventh  place  from  ninth 
the  year  before. 

Although  it  was  an  improve- 
ment, the  regional  meet  was  somewhat 


of  a  disappointment. 

"We  never  believed  we  could  run 
well,"  Johnson  explained.  "We  put 
everything  into  the  conference  meet." 

He  added  that  regional  power- 
houses Carleton  and  Nebraska 
Welseyan  would  have  had  to  fall  apart 
for  the  Knights  to  beat  them. 

Johnson  attributes  the  success  to 
the  teams.  He  said  each  runner 
improved  individually  over  the  course 
of  the  whole  season. 

"They  have  fun,  they  care  about 
each  other,  and  they  care  about  what 
they  are  doing,"  he  said.  "How  can  you 
not  have  success  with  those  kinds  of 
people?  They  are  the  most 
overachieving  group." 

For  instance.  Matt  Hansen 
streaked  ahead  to  become  the  Knights' 
No.  1  runner,  taking  second  place  in 
the  conference  meet.

Eight-time  Ail-American

Some  things  get  better  with  age. 

Looking  through  four  years  of  athletic  competition, 
Robyn  Olson  could  be  one  of  those  things. 

Robyn  has  led  the  Knights  since  she  emerged  as  a 
running  powerhouse  during  her  first  season,  and  has 
improved  every  year.  "How  many  runners  in  the  world 
have  made  it  to  nationals  all  four  years?"  asked  cross 
country  and  track  Coach  Steve  Johnson.  "It's  highly 
unusual." 

Robyn's  statistics  speak  volumes  about  her  success. 
She  placed  12th  at  the  NCAA  Cross  Country  Champion- 
ship her  first  year,  took  ninth  her  sophomore  and  junior 
years,  and  climbed  to  fourth  during  the  1994  season.  She 
was  named  the  Iowa  Conference's  Most  Valuable  Per- 
former several  times.  She  plowed  through  the  competition 
to  take  the  top  spot  in  the  conference  three  consecutive 
years.  She  was  named  Ail-American  in  cross  country  every 
year. 

"I  definitely  motivate  myself,"  Robyn  said.  "There's 
nothing  better  than  shooting  for  the  top: 

Robyn  owns  records  in  cross  country,  and  indoor  and 
outdoor  track,  including  the  1,500  meters,  3,000  meters  and 
5,000  meters.  She  was  also  a  member  of  the  record-holding 
800-meter  relay  team. 


But  her  running  prowess  carries  over  into  other  areas 
of  the  sport. 

"Robyn's  attitude,  competitiveness  and  work  ethic  are 
significant  in  directing  the  team,"  Johnson  said. 

Other  areas  of  her  life  demonstrate  the  work  ethic  so 
strongly  evident  in  her  athletic  talent.  "She  takes  responsibil- 
ity," said  Education  and  Social  Work  office  secretary  Anne 
Bodine,  Robyn's  work-study  supervisor  for  more  than  three 
years.  "She  doesn't  hesitate  to  take  on  a  project." 

The  work  ethic  developed  from  earlier  experience.  At 
high  school  in  Pocahontas,  Robyn's  school  didn't  have  a  full 
women's  cross  country  team  to  compete  in  meets.  She  said 
she  recruited  some  friends  who  played  volleyball  to  partici- 
pate in  both  sports. 

"I  ran  with  the  guys  at  practice,"  she  recalled. 

Johnson  said  Robyn  follows  any  bad  race  with  a  great 
one.  "She's  right  out  there  the  next  day,  training  even 
harder." 

Bodine  concluded,  "She's  outstanding  from  running,  to 
her  classes,  to  working  with  others.  There  will  never  be 
another  Robyn  Olson." 
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"I  started  thinking  about  the 

extra  point,"  said  (Eric)  George, 

referring  to  the  kick  he  missed  in 

a  13-14  loss  to  Central  earlier  in 

the  season.  "I  was  calm  once  1  got 

in  there.  I  knew  the  kick  was 

going  to  be  close,  it  started  right, 

but  then  came  back.  I  knew  it 

was  good."

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Inconsistency  plagued  the  1994- 
95  women's  basketball  team.  The 
team  finished  7-9  in  the  conference. 

The  season  marked  the  first 
time  in  Head  Coach  Monica 
Severson's  seven-year  career  that  the 
Knights  did  not  win  20  games  or 
make  the  NCAA  postseason  tourna- 
ment. 

"I  guess  I  was  most  disap- 
pointed in  how  inconsistent  we  were 
in  all  phases  of  the  game,"  she  said. 

Different  things  troubled  the 
team  at  different  times. 

"One  night  it  might  be  free- 
throws,  the  next  rebounding.  It  was 
always  something,"  Severson  said. 

But  the  season  wasn't  totally 
fraught  with  disappointment. 

"I  feel  good  that  our  players 
didn't  give  up,"  Severson  said.  "They 
worked  hard  in  practice  and  during 
the  games." 

Several  team  members  contrib- 
uted significantly  to  the  team.  Senior 
guard  Kim  Grimm  led  the  squad  in 
scoring  with  a  12.3  average.  She  also 
led  in  assists  with  78  and  steals  with 
47. 

Junior  center  Nancy  Krapfl  tied 
a  school  record  with  14  field  goals  in 
one  game  and  topped  the  Knights' 
rebounding  with  a  5.4  average. 

Grimm  was  the  only  player  to 
make  the  AU-IIAC  team. 

Severson  offered  a  glimpse  at 
some  of  the  things  the  1994-95  team 
learned. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  players 
coming  back,  and  they  know  what 
they  have  to  do  during  the  off-season 
to  get  ready  for  next  year.  They  know 
it's  not  just  a  matter  of  stepping  on 
the  court  and  being  ready  to  play," 
she  said.  "I  think  we  learned  some- 
thing this  season."

The  men's  basketball  team  did 
not  ride  the  1994-95  season  smoothly. 

"It  was  an  up-and-down  season 
for  us,"  Coach  Howard  Gauthier  said. 
"We  had  some  good  things  happen,  but 
we  also  lost  some  games  that  we 
probably  shouldn't  have." 

The  team  had  three  winning 
streaks  of  three  or  more  games  but  also 
had  three  losing  streaks  of  two  or  more. 

Central  and  Simpson  tied  for  the 


title  with  12-4  records.  The  Knights 
turned  in  a  9-7  conference  record. 

The  team  set  one  school  record 
by  scoring  12  three-pointers  against 
Buena  Vista.

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The  wrestling  team's  1994-95  season  continued  the 
success  the  grapplers  demonstrated  in  past  years  as  the 
Knights  three-peated  as  Iowa  Conference  champions  and 
sent  10  wrestlers  to  the  national  competition. 

The  wrestlers  ended  the  season  on  a  disappointing 
note,  if  one  considers  dropping  from  third  to  sixth  in  the 
nation  during  a  rebuilding  year  "disappointing." 

"Winning  our  third  consecutive  Iowa  Conference  title 
was  important  for  our  program,  and  I  felt  good  about  that," 
said  Head  Coach  Jim  Miller.  "We  made  good  progress 
during  the  season,  considering  the  number  of  people  we 
had  to  replace.  We  found  ourselves  in  position  to  contend 
for  a  national  title,  but  we  were  disappointed  in  our  finish. 
The  positive  side  to  all  this  is  that  most  of  our  national 
qualifiers  are  back  next  year,  and  so  I  have  to  feel  good 
about  our  prospects  for  next  year." 

Wartburg  went  into  the  national  tournament  at  Rock 
Island,  III,  ranked  second  in  the  nation  behind  Augsburg. 
Wartburg  qualified  the  most  wrestlers  of  any  competing 
team,  one  in  each  of  the  weight  classes. 

Four  came  away  as  All-Americans.  Jamal  Fox,  at  142, 
and  126-pounder  Tom  Smith  grabbed  second-place  finishes. 
Mike  Doyle  ended  his  career  with  a  seventh-place  finish  for 


his  third  All- American  title  and  a  career  record  of  125-49. 
Transfer  Dusty  Rhodes  nabbed  eighth  place  in  the  134 
division. 

Augsburg  won  the  Division  III  title  with  84.4  points, 
while  the  Knights  ended  with  47.5.  Just  three  points  sepa- 
rated third  place  from  sixth,  and  Wartburg  had  a  shot  at 
another  placing  trophy  until  the  last  two  matches  of  the 
tournament. 

The  Knights  had  little  trouble  winning  the  IIAC  title, 
with  182  points  to  144  for  second-place  Buena  Vista. 

Doyle  won  his  third  championship.  Fox  his  second 
and  Smith  his  first.  Preston  Essex,  at  118,  Eric  Kimball,  at 
150,  Mike  Alesch,  at  167  and  190-pounder  Blake  Williams  all 
took  runner-up  finishes. 

Chad  Gerbracht,  at  177,  and  heavyweight  Jesse 
Molinar  each  placed  third  and  were  selected  as  wild-card 
entries  by  the  league  coaches. 

Fox  was  named  the  IIAC's  co-Outstanding  Wrestler 
and  Miller  was  voted  co-Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  Knights  finished  the  season  14-3  in  dual  meets 
with  all  losses  coming  at  the  hands  of  Division  I  opponents, 
including  Iowa  State.

McMillin  broke  the  Wart- 
burg  record  in  the  400-meter 
dash  with  a  time  of  58.5. 

"It  was  nothing  short 
of  a  fantastic  team  perfor- 
mance for  both  teams,"  said 
Coach  Steve  Johnson. 

At  the  North  Central 
Twilight  meet,  the  men  ran 
away  with  one  first-place 
finish. 

Josh  Watters  ran  his 
hfetime  best  in  the  800- 
meter  dash  with  a  time  of 
1:53.9,  and  just  missed 
qualifying  for  nationals.

Offensive  records  fell  right  and 
left  for  the  softball  team,  but  the 
Knights  still  did  not  live  up  to  their 
preseason  expectations  after  last  year's 
record-breaking  season. 

"We  won  our  last  seven  games, 
so  a  lot  of  good  things  did  happen.  It's 
just  that  we  expected  so  much  more," 
said  Head  Coach  Robin  Hoppenworth. 

Six  hitting  records  were  broken, 
and  the  Knights  did  post  their  second 
consecutive  20-win  season,  finishing 
20-15  overall  and  10-6  in  the  IIAC, 
which  was  good  for  fourth  place. 

"I  suppose  with  that  kind  of 
record  and  a  first  rate  finish  in  one  of 
the  strongest  Division  III  conferences  in 
the  country,  one  would  have  to  say  that 
we  had  a  successful  season," 
Hoppenworth  said. 


"But  we  didn't  reach  the  level  we 
expected  to,"  she  added.  "With  the 
records  that  we  set,  we  proved  we 
could  hit  the  ball  and  score  runs,  but  it 
still  comes  down  to  pitching  and 
defense  to  keep  the  other  team  from 
scoring,  and  that  didn't  happen  this 
year." 

Especially  since  the  Knights  had 
lost  just  two  starters  to  graduation 
from  a  29-12  team  that  made  their  first 
NCAA  play-off  berth  and  were  ranked 
third  in  the  NCAA  West  Region  in  the 
first  preseason  poll  this  year.  But  they 
couldn't  put  together  a  win  streak  of 
more  than  three  games  until  it  was  too 
late. 

The  positive  side  was  at  the 


plate,  where  the  Knights  hit  .308  as  a 
team,  including  17  home  runs  with  165 
RBIs,  all  team  records. 

First  baseman  Kelly  Meyer  led 
the  power  surge  with  a  record-breaking 
six  home  runs  and  30  RBIs.  Outfielder 
Kelly  Muller  set  a  new  mark,  stealing 
20  bases.  Dawn  Matthias  led  the 
Knights  with  a  .353  batting  average. 

Several  players  won  Iowa 
Conference  honors  including  shortstop 
Kim  Grimm,  Muller,  and  designated 
player  Jamie  Porter  to  first  team  with 
Matthias  named  to  the  second  team. 

Other  senior  members  of  the 
team  were  pitcher  Sharon  Dole  and 
outfielder  Amy  Miller.

It  was  a  learning 
experience  for  Wartburg's 
young  baseball  team. 

The  Knights  learned 
their  lesson  well,  winning 
eight  of  their  last  14  games 
after  a  4-15  start  to  finish  12- 
21  for  the  season.  However, 
the  end-of-the-season  surge 
wasn't  enough  to  prevent  a 
last-place  finish  in  the  IIAC 
with  a  5-14  record. 

There  were  some  big 
wins  for  the  young  team, 
including  two  out  of  three 
from  the  Iowa  Conference 
champion  Upper  Iowa. 

Coach  Randy  Moore 
said  he  thinks  he  is  leaving 
the  team  with  a  pretty  good 
nucleus. 

"We  had  some  awfully 
good  young  players,"  he 
said,  pointing  to  pitcher/ 
outfielder  Derek  Hartl, 
second  baseman  Mark 
Torgerson,  and  catcher  Kyle 
Knudson.  All  were  pressed 
into  starting  roles  as  first- 
year  players. 


When  the  season 
started,  Moore  was  most 
concerned  about  the 
Knights'  pitching  because  of 
heavy  losses.  Yet,  the  team 
ERA  of  4.61  was  an  im- 
provement over  last 
season's  4.79. 

The  team  batting 
average  dropped  from  .303 
a  year  ago  to  .262  this 
season,  and  the  defense  had 
its  problems  with  a  .926 
fielding  average. 

First  baseman  Rob 
Wachholz  led  the  team  at 
the  plate  with  a  .379 
average,  including  24  runs, 
25  RBIs,  six  doubles,  a  triple 
and  five  home  runs.  He  had 
a  .989  fielding  average.  He 
was  named  to  the  All-IIAC 
team  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive year. 

The  Knights  will  start 
next  year's  season  under  the 
direction  of  a  new  coach 
and  with  the  experience 
they  gained  during  1995.

It  Was  Built, 
and  They  Came

The  one-year  history  of  the  new 
Wartburg  Chapel  reads  a  httle  Hke  a 
popular  movie  filmed  several  years  ago 
in  Iowa  called  "Field  of  Dreams." 

In  the  movie,  an  Iowa  farmer 
meets  face  to  face  with  the  possibility 
that  his  dreams  might  fail. 

In  the  real-life  Wartburg  version 
of  the  story,  similar  fates  loomed. 

College  Pastor  Larry  Trachte  said 
he  was  "scared  to  death." 

"I  was  afraid  we  would  build 
this  beautiful  building,  and  nobody 
would  come,"  Trachte  said. 

Fortunately  happy  endings  aren't 
saved  just  for  movies  and  storybooks. 

They  built  it,  and  people  came. 

"Having  a  building  put  all  of 
Wartburg's  spiritual  resources  in  one 
place  and  gave  Wartburg's  faith  a 
home,"  said  Dana  Scharnhorst,  '95, 
Campus  Ministry  Board  president  for 
1994-95.

kinds  of  events,  services,  and  concerts. 
They  also  came  to  spend  quiet  time  by 
themselves,  to  pray,  to  sing,  to  play  the 
piano  or  to  talk  with  friends. 

"The  new  chapel  had  a  greater 
impact  than  anybody  hoped  for  on  the 
vitality  of  the  campus  ministry 
programs  and  the  quality  of  chapel 
experiences,"  said  Wartburg  College 
President  Robert  Vogel. 

Vogel  also  felt  the  special  events 
that  took  place  in  the  chapel  helped 
make  it  a  great  year.  He  noted  the 
recognition  of  Larry  Trachte  for  having 
been  an  ordained  pastor  for  25  years.  A 
mass  group  comprising  five  campus 
singing  groups  and  an  instrumental 
ensemble  helped  Trachte  celebrate 
during  a  chapel  service  on  Wednesday, 
April  5. 

Vogel  also  noted  the  Wartburg 
Choir's  first  home  concerts  there. 
Concerts  on  April  1  and  2  brought  in 
enough  people  to  fill  most  of  the 
building  both  nights. 

But  those  events  certainly 
weren't  the  only  ones  to  nearly  fill  the 
building. 

The  three  dedication  services  of 
the  new  building  on  Oct.  30,  1994,  filled 
the  chapel  three  times  in  only  one 
afternoon.

Services  on  Wednesday  nights. 

"We  had  such  a  variety  of 


music,"  Trachte  said. 

Trachte  said  he  was  impressed 
with  the  exciting  student  response  to 
the  new  building.  He  said  the  singing 
and  the  music  really  helped  make 
services  uplifting. 

Wednesday  night  services  were  a 
unique  addition  to  worship  life  on 
campus.  The  services  included  com- 
munion and  a  time  for  open  prayer. 
Generally,  some  type  of  skit  or  reading 
was  performed,  and  several  praise 
songs  were  sung. 

Trachte  said  he  felt  the  new 
building  helped  him  place  a  high  focus 
on  community.  Communion  was 
served  in  a  circle  around  the  altar,  and 
the  new  building  "allows  intimacy  for 
prayer."

A  lot  of  time  went  into  planning 
the  new  residence  hall.  That  time  was 
not  only  spent  planning  the  structure 
of  the  actual  building,  but  how 
students  would  be  selected  to  live  in 
the  new  hall. 

The  configuration  of  the  building 
is  a  result  of  conversations  with 
students,  said  Vogel. 

"Some  students  thought  that 
eight-person  units,  like  those  in  the 
Residence,  were  not  the  best,"  Vogel 
said,  "so  some  variations  were  de- 
signed." 

Grossmann  Hall  has  three  floors 


of  rooms.  Two  suites  for  eight  persons 
are  on  each  floor.  There  are  four  suites 
on  each  floor  for  six  persons.  And  there 
are  18  four-person  suites,  six  on  a  floor. 

The  cumulative  result  is  60  more 
beds  on  Wartburg's  campus  than  last 
year.  "1  don't  anticipate  crowding 
problems,"  said  Pete  Armstrong, 
director  of  residential  life. 

Each  floor  has  a  living  room,  a 
study  area  and  a  floor  lounge. 

A  committee  of  students,  college 
officials,  and  residential  life  directors 
formulated  several  ideas  early  last  year 
for  the  selection  of  students  to  live  in 
the  new  hall.  They  chose  a  plan  they 


thought  fit  Wartburg's  mission 
statement,  especially  its  emphasis  on 
diversity. 

The  plan  was  to  have  students 
form  their  suites  with  other  students 
who  were  somehow  diverse  from 
themselves.  The  group  would  present 
the  differences  among  their  group  and 
how  they  planned  to  learn  from  this 
diversity. 

The  plan  ran  into  some  opposi- 
tion during  the  1994-95  school  year. 
Many  discussions  among  students, 
members  of  student  government, 
residential  life  directors,  and  college

fter  46  years  as  enemies,  Israel  and  Jordan 
made  peace  and  all  but  ended  the  threat  of  another 
war  between  the  Jewish  state  and  its  Arab  neighbor. 
With  President  Bill  Clinton  presiding  at  a  White 
House  Mideast  Peace  ceremony,  Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  and  King  Hussein  of 
Jordan  met  in  public  for  the  first  time,  shook  hands 
and  signed  "The  Washington  Declaration"  that 
announced:  "the  long  conflict  between  the  two 
states  is  now  coming  to  an  end.  In  this  spirit  the 
state  of  belligerency  between  Israel  and  Jordon  has 
been  terminated."

^  elson  Mandela  was  elected  to  govern  the  violent  country  of  South  Africa.  The 
76-year-old  leader  won  in  the  country's  first  all-race  election  that  ended  white 
minority  rule  and  made  Mandela  the  first  black  South  African  leader.  He  won  the 
1993  Nobel  Peace  Prize  and  has  been  applauded  for  leading  the  country  through  a 
peaceful  revolution  many  had  thought  was  impossible.  Faced  with  criticism  that 
he  was  slow  to  accomplish  his  goals,  Mandela  said  people  must  be  realistic.  He 
said  lack  of  trained  workers  and  proper  communications  made  rapid  development 
impossible. 

^coring  early  and  often  in  Super  Bowl  XXIX,  the  San 
Francisco  49ers  defeated  the  San  Diego  Chargers  49-26  in  a 
game  that  turned  into  the  rout  the  experts  had  predicted.  For 
49ers  quarterback,  Steve  Young,  the  win  put  him  in  the  record 
books.  Young  was  unanimously  named  the  game's  most 
valuable  player.  He  passed  for  325  yards  without  an 
interception  and  ran  for  49.  His  six  touchdown  passes  broke 
the  Super  Bowl  record. 


f^aiti  is  an  island  of  poverty  and 
discontent.  President  Jeanbertrand 
Aristide  was  elected  president  in  late 
1990.  But  less  than  one  year  later,  he  was 
arrested  by  the  military  and  expelled 
from  the  country.  Coup  leader  Lt.  Gen. 
Raoul  Cedras  assumed  presidential 
power  and  declared  the  army  in  charge. 
A  negotiating  team,  lead  by  former 
President  Jimmy  Carter,  struck  a  deal 
with  Cedras  that  included  U.S.  troops 
occupying  the  island.  Aristide  was 
returned  to  power.  At  one  point,  more 
than  20,000  U.S.  troops  occupied  the 
island. 


^  ore  than  5,000  people  died 
in  a  violent  earthquake  that 
rumbled  through  Kobe,  Japan 
on  Jan.  17, 1995.  What  had  been 
a  bustling  region  of  office 
towers  and  apartment 
buildings  was  turned  to  rubble. 
Estimates  of  the  damage  ranged 
from  $100  billion  to  $130 
billion,  and  some  270,000 
people  were  forced  to  live  in 
refugee  shelters  because  their 
homes  collapsed  or  were 
unsafe.

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Wartburg  says  goodbye  to  REL

The  1994-95  school  year  marked 
the  end  of  an  era  as  Dr.  Robert  E.  Lee, 
director  of  the  Wartburg  Band,  an- 
nounced that  he  would  be  retiring  after 
45  years  of  service  to  music. 

"It's  bittersweet,"  Lee  said  of  his 
decision.  "I  love  it,  I  enjoy  it,  but  it's 
time  for  a  change.  I  could  have  retired 
several  years  ago,  but  1  was  having  too 
much  fun." 

And  fun  seems  to  be  an  operative 
word  in  Lee's  attitude.  This  philosophy 
is  reflected  in  his  relationships  with 
students,  faculty  and  staff. 

"I've  never  seen  anyone  enjoy 
teaching  as  much  as  Dr.  Lee  does,"  said 
Sharon  Ruth  Moeller,  secretary  of  the 
music  department.  "He's  enthusiastic 
and  cheerful — probably  the  most 
congenial  faculty  member  on  campus." 

Jennifer  Gran,  '96,  can't  keep  a 
smile  from  her  face  as  she  talks  about 
Lee.  "1  remember  my  freshman  year, 
seeing  him  skip  down  the  hall  at  8  a.m., 
and  when  1  asked  him  how  he  was,  he 
yelled,  'Terrific!'" 

Born  in  Decorah,  lA,  and 
educated  at  Luther  College,  Lee  came 
to  Wartburg  in  January  of  1959.  The 
former  director  had  left  before  Christ- 
mas, and  the  band  had  been  directing 
themselves  for  almost  a  month.

"I  knew  I  wanted  to 
teach  at  a  Lutheran  school, 
and  this  band  job  right  here 
is  one  of  the  greatest  jobs  in 
the  world,"  Lee  said.  "It's 
not  even  really  a  job,  it's  a 
calling." 

"I'm  teaching  people 
through  music,"  Lee  says  of 
his  teaching  style.  "What  1 
hope  I'm  teaching  is  how  to 
live  a  fulfilled,  joyful, 
effective  life.  I'm  teaching 
Robert  E.  Lee's  soul  and 
spirit,  which  hopefully 
might  have  some  influence 
on  my  students'  soul  and 
spirit." 

Band  members 
recognize  the  value  of  his 
top  10  sayings  and  other 
words  of  wisdom. 

"He  has  taught  me  so 
much  more  than  music," 
said  Jen  Heaney,  '95.  "He 
has  taught  me  how  to  live." 

One  of  Lee's  most 
astounding  accomplish- 
ments is  his  success  at 
recruiting  students  for  the 
band  and  Wartburg.  He 
began  his  efforts  in  the  early 
1980s,  when  student 


population  was  at  an  ebb. 

"It  was  clear  that  if  I 
was  going  to  have  a  band  to 
direct,  I  was  going  to  have  to 
do  it,"  said  Lee.  "Then  I 
loved  it — I  enjoyed  talking 
to  people  on  the  phone." 
The  1994-95  band  was  the 
largest  ever  with  92  mem- 
bers. Dr.  Ted  Reuter,  chair  of 
the  music  department, 
admires  Lee's  work  in  this 
area. 

"Bob  has  always  been 
the  foremost  recruiter  in  the 
department,"  said  Reuter. 
"He  is  personally  respon- 
sible for  making  thousands 
of  phone  calls.  He  has  been 
the  central  force  behind  our 
recruiting  efforts — he 
inspires  us  all." 

Most  band  students 
can  tell  you  all  about  Lee's 
effectiveness  as  a  recruiter. 
Charlie  Rod,  '96,  remem- 
bered, "When  I  was  a  senior 
in  high  school,  he  would  call 
me  every  night — it  was  like 
Grandpa  calling.  It  was  neat 
to  think  that  there  was 
someone  up  at  Wartburg 
who  cared."

Christopher  Warmanen,  '95,  said, 
"I  felt  Uke  I  had  to  come  here  just  to 
pay  his  phone  bill!" 

For  Joel  Becker,  '95,  Lee  was  "the 
reason  I  chose  Wartburg  over  Luther." 

Some  people  are  wondering 
what  will  happen  when  Lee's  tremen- 
dous influence  is  gone,  but  he  said  he 
has  great  hopes  for  the  future. 

"Not  only  is  my  band  at  its  peak, 
but  throughout  the  music  department 
and  the  college  as  a  whole,  things  are 
really  cookin',"  observed  Lee.  "I  fully 
expect  that  the  band,  under  new,  fresh 
leadership,  will  take  a  dramatic  swing 
to  greater  excellence  in  the  years  to 
come." 

"His  retirement  is  a  very  unself- 
ish action,"  said  Dr.  Paul  Torkelson, 
associate  professor  of  music.  "He 
wanted  to  give  his  successor  a  couple 
years  to  build  towards  that  European 
tour."  He  added  with  a  shake  of  his 
head,  "I  will  really  hate  to  see  him 


leave." 

This  feeling  is  reflected  univer- 
sally by  other  faculty,  staff  and  stu- 
dents. 

"Something  1  can't  imagine  is 
Wartburg  without  Dr.  Lee,"  contem- 
plated Becker.  "Whoever  comes  here 
next  will  hopefully  be  able  to  be  their 
own  person,  because  no  one  can  be  Dr. 
Lee." 

"The  faculty  has  agreed  that  it 
(Lee's  replacement)  needs  to  be 
someone  who  has  experience  in  high 
school  and  college,  is  well  organized, 
energetic,  and  a  willing  and  effective 
recruiter,"  said  Reuter.  "Anytime  you 
lose  someone  who  has  such  impact  you 
have  a  very  difficult  hire." 

The  man  chosen  to  take  over  the 
reins  is  Dr.  Craig  Hancock  from  Wayne 
State  College  in  Wayne,  Neb. 

Lee  stayed  out  of  the  hiring 
process  completely. 

"When  the  new  person  comes  in. 


it's  his  band.  I'll  be  happily  available 
for  consultation.  1  feel  very  strongly 
about  this." 

Will  we  see  Dr.  Lee  on  the 
Wartburg  campus  after  his  retirement? 
"Oh,  yes!"  he  said.  He  also  plans  to 
stay  in  Waverly.  "A  college  town  is  a 
nice  place  to  be.  I'd  like  to  come  over 
for  chapel,  coffee,  games  and  perfor- 
mances. I'm  a  liberal  arts  person,  and  I 
figure  that  whatever  I  want  to  do,  I  can 
just  read  up  on  it."  He  plans  to  keep  up 
with  his  performing  by  continuing  to 
play  the  tuba  in  the  city  band  and 
coronet  in  a  Dixieland  band  in  Shell 
Rock. 

He  leaves  his  legacy,  the  Robert 
E.  Lee  Band  Hall,  thousands  of  smiles 
and  a  spirit  of  eternal  optimism. 

"I  leave  with  a  favorite  benedic- 
tion verse  of  mine  that  concerns  the 
future:  'Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  (us) 
with  all  joy  and  peace  in  believing,  that 
(we)  may  abound  in  hope  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.'  (Romans  15:13)."

Wartburg  Choir  European  Tour  1995

See  the  world.  Experience  other 
cultures.  Spend  time  in  the  places 
you've  only  read  about  in  history 
books  and  seen  footage  from  in  news 
reports. 

What  sounds  like  an  advertise- 
ment for  a  tourism  agency  was  how  the 
Wartburg  College  Choir  spent  five 
weeks  in  April  and  May 

It  was  the  European  Tour:  a  trip 
the  choir  takes  every  four  years.  The 
tour  choir  members  had  been  looking 
forward  to.  The  tour  they  had  heard 
about  from  friends,  bothers  or  sisters, 
and  especially  Dr.  Paul  Torkelson, 
conductor  of  the  Wartburg  Choir. 

Students  were  anxious  to  enjoy 
the  comforts  of  the  deluxe  European 
coaches  and  to  stay  with  host  families 
that  treated  their  guests  like  kings  and 
queens. 

And  to  hang  out  in  some  of  the 
world's  most  famous  cities,  such  as 
Venice,  Amsterdam,  London,  Vienna, 
and  Mason  City... well,  all  tours  must 


start  somewhere. 

The  choir  performed  a  concert 
Saturday,  April  15,  at  St.  James  Luth- 
eran Church  in  Mason  City,  lA,  and 
again  during  Sunday  morning  church 
services. 

They  were  whisked  to  Minne- 
apolis, MN,  where  the  choir  stayed 
overnight.  After  a  meeting  with  tour 
instructors  Dr.  Maynard  Anderson  and 
Professor  Carol  Culton  Heine,  many 
members  chose  to  explore  the  nearby 
Mall  of  America,  perhaps  for  last- 
minute  shopping,  or  to  simply  enjoy 
America  one  last  time  before  the  trip 
eastward. 

A  two-hour  flight  to  Atlanta,  GA, 
and  a  seven-hour  flight  across  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  landed  the  choir  in  the 
London-Gatwick  Airport,  where  they 
finally  saw  the  fabled  European 
coaches. 

A  somewhat  weary  group  of  100 
converged  on  the  Windsor  Castle. 
Evidently,  Queen  Elizabeth  II  had  not 
heard  the  choir  would  be  on  her 
premises,  and  chose  to  celebrate  one  of 


her  two  annual  birthdays  within  the 
confines  of  one  of  her  two  elegant 
estates. 

The  choir  spent  a  week  in 
England,  singing  four  concerts, 
including  one  at  the  Coventry  Cathe- 
dral—  a  church  hard  hit  by  the 
bombing  during  World  War  11. 

Usually  when  the  choir  sang  a 
concert,  members  stayed  in  host  homes 
of  people  from  the  town  or  area.  When 
the  choir  toured  a  city,  they  generally 
stayed  in  a  hotel. 

One  evening  was  spent  in 
Stratford,  where  the  choir  saw  "Taming 
of  the  Shrew,"  in  the  Royal  Shakespeare 
Theatre. 

A  three-night  stay  in  Bamford 
over  the  first  weekend  provided  a 
needed  chance  for  some  to  rest  and  to 
have  laundry  washed.  On  Monday, 
students  got  the  chance  to  hike  around 
the  Lake  District  and  exercise  legs  that 
may  have  been  getting  used  to  riding 
in  the  coaches.

Before  leaving  the  Bamford  area, 
the  mayor  of  a  nearby  larger  city, 
Rochdale,  arranged  a  tour  of  the  town 
hall,  used  for  many  movie  filmings, 
according  to  a  tour  guide.  Upon 
request  of  the  mayor  and  guide,  David 
Schwake,  '96,  a  music  major  with  organ 
emphasis,  jammed  on  the  gigantic 
organ,  pulling  stops  with  both  hands. 
Choir  members/ tourists  whipped  out 
their  cameras  for  the  special  Kodak 
moment. 

The  choir  traveled  to  the  "main- 
land" overnight  on  a  ship.  It  was  a 
particularly  fun  night  for  many  choir 
members,  and  certainly  a  new  experi- 
ence as  everyone  got  hterally  rocked. 
The  ship's  churning  back  and  forth 
made  dancing  to  cheesy  lounge  music 
a  unique  experience. 

Touring  Amsterdam  the  next 
morning,  some  choir  members  felt  as  if 
they  were  still  keeping  their  balance  on 
the  boat.  But  it  wasn't  hard  to  keep 
one's  eyes  open  and  focused  in  a  city 
where  laws  seemed  less  stringent  than 
in  Iowa. 

Emotions  were  a  little  off-balance 
too,  after  touring  the  Anne  Frank 
House,  where  a  Jewish  girl  and  her 
family  hid  for  several  weeks  from  the 
SS  and  a  terrible  fate.  Students  also 


visited  the  Rijksmuseum,  a  national 
archive  of  Dutch  paintings  and 
artwork. 

In  Erfurt,  Germany,  half  of  the 
group  got  its  first  taste  of  communicat- 
ing with  hosts  who  spoke  another 
language.  Fortunately,  many  hosts 
throughout  the  tour  spoke  at  least 
some  English,  but  not  all. 

The  concert  in  Erfurt,  which  is  in 
the  former  East  Germany,  was  on 
German  television,  and  six  members 
from  the  choir  were  interviewed 
following  the  concert,  along  with 
Torkelson. 

A  stop  at  Buchenwald  on  the 
way  to  Eisenach  gave  the  group  a 
chance  to  tour  a  World  War  II  Nazi 
Concentration  Camp. 

In  Eisenach,  the  Wartburg  Choir 
performed  the  first  public  concert  in 
the  Great  Hall  of  the  Wartburg  Castle, 
namesake  of  the  college.  City  officials 
expressed  appreciation  to  the  group  for 
the  performance  and  invited  the  group 
to  sing  in  the  Hall  each  time  it  returns 
to  Eisenach. 

The  next  morning,  the  choir  sang 
in  a  Sunday  worship  service  at  the 
Georgenkirche  in  Eisenach,  the  church 
were  Johann  Bach  was  baptized. 

The  group  then  spent  four  days 
in  the  Czech  Republic,  including  a  visit

to  Prague.  At  the  first  concert  in  Vrbno, 
people  were  waiting  at  the  door  of  the 
church  when  the  choir  arrived  to  warm 
up. 

The  singers  spent  an  evening  in 
Vienna,  Austria,  before  heading  to 
Venice,  Italy,  for  two  nights.  Then  it 
was  off  to  Salzburg,  Austria.  Choir 
members  had  quite  a  bit  of  free  time  in 
these  cities  to  explore  on  their  own. 

The  choir  returned  to  Germany 
for  six  concerts  in  six  days.  Sight-seeing 
included  the  Neuschwanstein  Castle, 
most  of  a  day  in  Munich,  and 
Rothenburg  ob  der  Tauber. 

A  song  that  was  commissioned 
for  the  choir  was  performed  in 
Stuttgart  for  the  composer,  Sigmund 
Schmidt.  The  song  is  "Ich  will  den 
Herrn  loben  allezeit,"  which  translates: 
1  will  praise  the  Lord  always. 

The  last  two  concerts  of  the  tour 
were  in  Luxembourg.  The  choir 
received  a  warm  welcome  in 
Wormeldange,  a  town  of  about  700 
people,  where  the  tour  bus  drivers  live. 

On  Thursday,  May  18,  the 
travelers  headed  for  Frankfurt, 
Germany.  A  farewell  dinner  that  night 
at  the  hotel  marked  the  end  of  the  tour. 
Many  choir  members  stayed  in  Europe 
to  travel  while  the  rest  boarded  the 
plane  headed  for  home.

The  play  was  equipped  with 
two  endings  depending  on 
the  verdict. 

"I  took  it  personally 
when  the  jury  returned  a  not 
guilty  verdict,"  said 
Zimmermann  (District 
Attorney).  "It  made  me  feel 
like  I  hadn't  done  my  job." 
Zimmermann  said  the  cast 
was  a  lot  of  fun  and  that  it 
was  a  good  experience. 

On  both  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights,  Andre  was 
found  not  guilty.

"It  makes  sense  in  an  odd  sort  of 
way,"  said  director  of  the  May  Term 
play,  "The  Importance  of  Being 
Earnest,"  Christopher  Warmanen,  '95. 

The  100-year-old  British  comedy, 
written  by  Oscar  Wilde,  is  a  play  of 
manners  that  mocks  society  with  a 
biting  sarcasm.  The  time  period  of  the 
play  was  then  changed  to  the  1960s  for 
this  production. 

"It  is  set  in  the  '60s  because  of  the 
loud  clothes  and  big  hair  that  we  could 
use,"  said  Warmanen.  The  set  even 
took  advantage  of  some  of  the  old 
furniture  from  Engelbrecht  Library. 

Even  though  the  time  period  was 
changed,  the  plot  was  not.  The  title  of 
the  play  itself  is  a  play  on  words.  It  is 
important  to  be  sincere  and  honest  in 
life — to  be  earnest.  But  in  this  play,  it  is 
also  important  for  two  of  the  men  to  be 


named  Ernest  because  the  women  they 
are  trying  to  impress  will  only  love 
men  named  Ernest.  Thus,  "The 
Importance  of  Being  Earnest." 

Warmanen  said  to  enjoy  the  play 
the  audience  needed  to  pay  attention  to 
the  biting  sarcasm. 

The  production  was  performed 
in  two  acts:  one  in  a  living  room  and 
the  other  as  an  outdoor  scene. 

This  was  a  special  experience  for 
Warmanen.  It  was  his  debut  as  director, 
and  he  played  the  same  role  his  father 
once  played.

Campus  Pastor  Larry  Trachte 
didn't  know  about  the  celebration  that 
was  being  planned  to  commemorate 
the  25th  year  since  his  ordination. 

Trachte  was  ordained  July  5, 
1970,  in  his  home  church  in  rural 
Marshfield,  Wl.  Because  the  actual 
anniversary  was  when  no  one  would 
be  at  Wartburg,  President  Robert  Vogel 
proclaimed  April  5, 1995,  as  Pastor 
Trachte  Day. 

No  one  was  more  surprised  by 
the  news  of  the  celebration  than 
Trachte.  "I  saw  the  Trumpet  Monday 
afternoon  and  saw  an  old  picture  of 
me:  one  with  hair,"  he  said.  Trachte 
said  it  is  amazing  it  was  pulled  off 
without  him  knowing. 

"It  was  an  overwhelming  and 
humbling  experience,"  Trachte  said.  He 
said  he  was  thrilled  by  the  choir  and 
brass  performance.  "That  was  awe- 
some, 'Christ  Goes  Before'... what  a 
hymn." 

His  25  years  have  gone  by 
"unbelievably  fast.  It's  been  forever  in 
other  ways.  It  doesn't  seem  like  it's 
been  25  years,"  Trachte  said.  He  still 


remembers  his  ordination  but  he  also 
thinks  about  the  thousands  of  students 
he  has  ministered  to. 

And  he  runs  into  students 
everywhere.  'It  doesn't  matter  where  I 
am  in  the  world  or  country,  I  run  into 
Wartburg  students,"  Trachte  said.  He 
wears  a  Wartburg  shirt  to  many  of  the 
places  he  goes  and  people  who  know 
of  Wartburg  or  are  affiliated  with  the 
school  will  stop  and  talk  to  him. 

Students  often  talk  to  Trachte 
after  their  graduation.  He  says  that  in 
religion,  you  seldom  get  to  see  the  lives 
you've  touched.  In  campus  ministry  he 
sees  his  impact,  an  affirmation  of  his 
work. 

Trachte's  wife  is  a  high  school 
teacher,  and  he  says  she  doesn't  see  as 
much  affirmation  as  he  does.  "Wart- 
burg College  students  have  been  very 
affirmative  of  me  in  my  ministry," 
Trachte  said. 

"I  think  the  most  rewarding 
things  are:  to  see  the  growth  of 
students  (coming  in  as  kids  and  leaving 
as  young  men  and  women);  Homecom- 
ing is  an  exciting  opportunity  to  see 
what  students  have  done  with  their 
Wartburg  education,  to  know  they  are 


having  an  impact  on  the  world. 

It's  great  to  know  you've  been 
part  of  their  lives;  small,  but  impor- 
tant," Trachte  said. 

To  show  his  importance,  a 
reception  was  held  for  Trachte  as  part 
of  the  Wednesday  night  candlelight 
communion  service.  His  wife  Lois 
showed  slides  of  the  last  25  years  and 
several  people  shared  thoughts  about 
him. 

It  was  announced  by  Vogel  at  the 
Senior  Class  Dinner  that  Trachte 
would,  for  only  the  second  time  in  his 
21  years  at  Wartburg,  deliver  the 
sermon  at  the  Baccalaureate  service  for 
the  class  of  1995. 

For  Trachte,  it  was  a  very  special 
experience  to  preach  for  a  very  special 
class.  He  said  this  year's  senior  class  is 
tremendously  talented  and  committed. 
"It  was  neat  to  be  a  part  of  their 
graduation,"  Trachte  said. 

When  Trachte  himself  was  a 
student  at  Wartburg,  he  couldn't  decide 
on  being  a  professor,  counseling  or 
going  into  the  ministry.  He  does  all 
three  now.  "It's  kind  of  ironic  and 
spooky  that  life  works  out  that  way," 
he  said.
